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The Wellington Citadel Band of the Salvation Army 


The Wellington Citadel Band has completed 81 
years of magnificent music-making and enjoys a repu- 
tation second to none in the ministry of musical 
evangelism. Over the years, by personal musical 
presentation in the major cities of Australia and New 
Zealand, and “from Wellington to Whitehall’, through 
radio broadcasts and L.P. records, the band has been 
widely acclaimed, not alone for its tonal quality and 
the executant ability of its players, but also for a 
militant message of uplift and inspiration that has won 
for this combination a place in the hearts of brass band 
enthusiasts throughout the world. 

Whether attending Government House at _ the 
Governor-General’s invitation, or an open-air meeting 
in the course of regular weekly duty, the band seeks 
sincerely to maintain its primary purpose—spreading 
the Gospe! of Jesus Christ. 

The bandsmen are representative of various walks 
of life—businessmen and bankers, salesmen and shop 
assistants, teachers and tradesmen, civil servants and 
students—but in the international fellowship of some 
60,000 Salvation Army bandsmen throughout the world 
they not only give of their time and talents without 
charge, but financially support the cost of their music, 
instruments and uniforms. 

In addition to the responsibilities of family and 
business life, the bandsmen maintain a full programme 
of corps activity, broadcasting and hospital visitation. 

Continued active membership of the band demands 
a minimum of 12 hours’ service in seven parades each 
week; yet a majority of the men carry additional 
responsibility in youth and choral work as well as 
administrative duties within the organisation. Leader- 
ship of the young, regarded by the Citadel bandsmen 
as of special importance, is a work in which a number 
of the men take part. 

Here are some highlights from the band’s history: 
First New Zealand band to broadcast. 

First New Zealand band to be televised. 

First Salvation Army band to visit Australia. 


First Salvation Army band to produce an L.P. record. 


These are but a few of the landmarks the band is 
able humbly to record. In addition to the achievements 
of the past the band realises its influence is a continuing 
one, affecting not only Salvationists and other church 
members, but the brass band world also. In recent 
times the men counted themselves privileged to share, 
at Wellington Citadel, a devotional service attended by 
virtually every member of the first National Band of 
New Zealand, who were in the city for a week-end 
reunion. 


The Citadel bandsmen of today honour those 
dedicated musicians who have led the band at various 
Stages throughout its history, helping to mould this 
combination, not only musically, but spiritually, too. 
The band’s emergence from formative days into an era 
of outstanding musical achievement was marked by the 
arrival, in 1913, of Bandmasiter Henry C. Goffin from 
England. Today Wellington Citadel bandsmen pay 
sincere tribute to Brigadier Goffin and his immediate 
successor, Bandmaster (now retired Band Inspector) 
Harold Scotney, who have made such valuable con- 
tributions to the band’s continuing development, faith- 
fully maintained by other bandmasters of later years. 

The band’s greatest indebtedness, however, for the 
continuing high standards of both spiritual and musica! 
witness are due to the outstanding and consistent leader- 
ship of the present musical director, Bandmaster Her- 
bert H. Neeve. For a period of more than thirty years 
he has trained, and led by impeccable example, a group 
of dedicated men to heights of Christian witness and 
Salvationist musicianship, being ably supported through- 
out this period by Band Secretary Selwyn Bridge, an 
indefatigable administrator, and soloists of renown such 
as Lester Harford, Gordon Hildreth and Ray Atherfold. 


It is the common experience of each of the bands- 
men that the power and love of God to which they give 
witness through their band service is a definite reality 
to them as they follow their daily occupations. 























MUSICAL DIRECTOR HERBERT H. NEEVE 


Bert Neeve and today’s Wellington Citadel Band have 
grown up together, for it was a very youthful cornetist who 
arrived in Wellington in 1938 as the newly-appointed band- 
master at the Citadel Corps. Hardly had he donned the white 
epaulets when Hitler came into the news, and for the war years 
Bandmaster Neeve was engaged in military service, during 
which he was decorated for gallantry, being awarded the Mili- 
tary Cross for valour. 

Resuming the baton when the war ended, he set keenly 
about the task of helping many of the band’s former members 
to settle back into civilian life and to take up their “banding” 
again with an enthusiasm which was soon to bring the Citadel 
Band to the standard of musical excellence which it enjoys 
today. 

The bandmaster’s musicianship, coupled with his outstand- 
Ing competence as a band trainer and disciplinarian, will be 
self-evident from the quality of music presented by the band. 
His sterling character has earned him the unqualified respect 
and loyalty of his bandsmen and has encouraged a consistently 
high standard of playing throughout the years. Perhaps the 
greatest tribute to his leadership ts the fact that the majority of 
the bandsmen, including the principal players of all sections, 
have continued their service with the band until the present day. 
surely a unique accomplishment in the realm of brass banding. 

For Bert Neeve, however, high standards have never been 
sufficient; the highest only is acceptable. So he and his men 
have worked together steadily to improve both their musical 
presentation and salvation witness, emphatic that only the best 
will do for the Highest. 








DEPUTY BANDMASTER BRUCE PARKINSON 


Bruce Parkinson, as deputy bandmaster of the Wellington 
Citadel Band, is a close associate of Bandmaster Neeve and 
able supporter in the administration of the many facets of the 
band’s work. As trombone soloist of the band he is, of course, 
a fine musician and has prepared himself well for his responsi- 
bilities as assistant musical director, having studied music at 
Victoria University of Wellington, New Zealand. 


For a period of five years during the absence of Bandmaster 
Neeve from the position of musical director, Bruce was 
appointed bandmaster and conductor of this outstanding com- 
bination. It was during this period that the band made the 
first long-playing record by a Salvation Army band. Inciden- 
tally, the band’s early records are still in as strong demand as 
when first pressed, indicating the continued high standard the 
band has maintained over a period of years. 

Not only is Bruce an able assistant in the musical adminis- 
tration of the band, but also in his knowledge and understand- 
ing oO: men, possessing a quiet, steady personality which brings 
him alongside all of the men. Indeed, such is his interest in 
people that during the past eight years Bruce’s vocation has 
been in the field of adult education, where he holds an adminis- 
trative position. 











BAND LEADER MAJOR LAWRENCE WEGGERY 


Graduated from the New Zealand College for Salvation Army 
Officers in 1946, and has commanded several of New Zealand’s 
leading corps. He was commanding officer of the Wellington 
Citadel Corps for three years. 


During the 1939-1945 war he served with the Royal Air 
Force as a fighter pilot in a Spitfire squadron in South-east Asia 
after flying training in Canada and Great Britain. He is a 
member of the Caterpillar Club and was decorated for military 
service in 1963. 


To his present appointment of secretary for publicity and 
broadcasting at territorial headquarters of the Salvation Army, 
Major Weggery brings the skills of television prcducer, radio 
broadcaster, journalist and photographer. ~w 


He married the daughter of Danish Salvation Army 
missionary officers while in India during war service, and has a 
son and two daughters. 








RAY ATHERFOLD brings a wealth of experience in vocal 
work to his task as male chorus leader. 

In 1952, following two years as bandmaster while Bandmaster 
Neeve was in England, Ray established a male voice Octette which 
has played an important part in the band’s musical witness. During 
the intervening years leadership of this group has been shared 
with Bandsman Peter Stone, who has also recently assumed the 
position of songster leader, consequent upon Ray’s transfer as 
manager of a bank some 70 miles from Wellington. 


As a cornetist of renown, Ray possesses a “sound” which is 
both unique and rarely heard in the world of brass today. His 
outstanding tonal colour has been a tremendous asset to the 
Citadel Band over 24 years of dedicated musicianship. 








ACCOMPANIST: MARIAN WALLACE (formerly Marian 
A’Court) comes from a branch of the Rive family, which is 
well known in Salvation Army circles. 


Marian commenced her musical training at an early age 
under the direction of her music-teacher mother. While study- 
ing for her Bachelor of Music degree, Marian also obtained her 
F.T.C.L. and L.R.S.M. qualifications. In her final year at 
university Marian was awarded the only senior scholarship ever 
granted for music. She graduated Mus.B. with Honours in 
1957. After an appointment as a university lecturer Marian 
was awarded a New Zealand Government bursary which 
enabled her to study at the Royal College of Music, London. 
While there she qualified for her A.R.C.M. (Piano), A.R.C.M. 
(vocal teacher’s) and L.R.A.M. (piano). 

In addition to T.V. and radio performances as a concert 
pianist and vocal soloist, Marian has toured Australia and New 
Zealand as piano soloist with the Wellington Citadel Band. 

It is to Marian’s credit that she has accomplished all these 
activities while looking after her home and delightful family of 
four small children, all under seven years of age. Her husband, 
who owns and operates a busy chemist’s business in the city 
centre, is a member of the band and holds the position of corps 
secretary.
